Unofficial reports tell me that 


the continuing confusion and 
Unrest in the Hope postal 
district since removal of the 
terminal and sorting section 
from Hope to Oaklawn Post 
Office, Texarkana, Texas, is 
partly 
to blame 
for 
the 


voluntary retirement of 11 of 
the district's 40 postmasters. 


Another factor, of course, is a 


government offer of a cost-of- 
living increase in retirement 
pay for postmasters who decide 
to quit before July 1, which is 
this coming Saturday. 


Nevertheless, it is likely 


many of the retiring post- 
masters would have elected to 
continue in service were it not 
for the irregularities in the mail 
and the flood of complaints 
from patrons following loss of 
the Hope terminal and sorting 
section. 


I am placing in our complaint 


file another unofficial report 
which, if eventually confirmed, 
should have a major impact if 
Hope files suit to recover the 
lost terminal 
and 
sorting 


section. 


The unconfirmed report is 


this: That while the 
Hope 


sorting section operation was 
transferred to Texarkana and 
seven experienced mail sorters 
from 
Hope were 
sent to 


Shreveport, the whole transfer 
business took place in defiance 
of orders from Washington, 
D.C. 


My information is that a 


request was made from this 
region 
to 
transfer 
the 


jurisdiction over mail sorting 
from Hope to Shreveport, but 
the 
request 
was 
denied. 


Thereupon the transfer order, 
sending the mail to Texarkana 
and the seven experienced 
sorters to Shreveport, was 
issued without authority. 


No wonder, then, that a 


breakdown in mail delivery 
followed. I don't have current 
reports of delayed newspaper 
mail, but our file remains open. 


Tax credit 
is favored 
by president 


WASHINGTON ( AP) — Pres- 


ident Nixon favors a tax credit 
of up to $200 per child as the 
principal way to aid non-profit 
private schools, primarily paro- 
chial schools, against 
rising 


economic difficulties, the direc- 
tor of the Office of Manage- 
ment and Budget has told Con- 
gress. 


In a letter to Rep. Wilbur 


Mills, chairman of the House 
Ways and Means Committee, 
Caspar W. Weinberger said 
Congress also should consider 
granting tax credit for fees 
paid to public schools. 


A measure pending in Con- 


gress would grant a credit of 50 
per cent, up to $400 per child 
per year. The administration 
favors a credit of 100 per cent, 
up to $200 per child. 


Weinberger said the $400 pro- 


posal 
would induce private 


schools to raise tuition in order 
to increase revenues by captur- 
ing the credit. 


"In so doing, the schools 


would reduce the number of 
low and moderate income fami- 
lies who could afford to send 
their 
children to nonpublic 


schools," he said.

White House officials said 


that, while Nixon has ruled out 
a temporary price freeze on 
meat and other farm products, 
controls could be extended to 
raw agricultural products.

Grayson said nobody knows 


how much meat might be im- 
ported as a result of the Presi- 
dent's action, and it is impos- 
sible to predict the over-all im- 
oact on meat prices, if any.

O'Callaghan. What's tough is 
explaining to guests that his 
butler and cook are serving 
terms for murder. 


It is part of a state prison 


work-release program that al- 
lows 20 per cent of the 661 in- 
mates to work outside during 
the day and return to the pris- 
on at night. 


"These are good people," 


says O'Callaghan of his unusual 
household staff. 


O'Callaghan and State Prison 


Warden Carl Hocker agree that 
giving an inmate a chance to 
work outside during his term is 
far better than simply turning 
him out at the end of a sen- 
tence with $25, the state-or- 
dered amount. 


••It saves the state a little 


money and it's therapy for the 
prisoners," says Hocker. "The 
gradual release lessens the 
trauma when a man is freed at 
the end of his term." 


All inmates in the work-re- 


lease program are paid $1.25 
each a day—or about $27 a 
month for their work.

Recent floods in New York 
State were the final blow that 
forced the Erie Lackawanna 
Railway Co. to file for reorga- 
nization 
under 
bankruptcy 


laws, says John Fishwick. 


Fishwick, president of the 


Norfolk & Western Railway and 
a director of the Erie Lack- 
awanna, said after the U. S. 
District Court filing Monday 
that Erie managers have "done 
a great job against almost in- 
surmountable odds. 


"They just ran out of cash," 


he added. "The coup de grace 
was the flood. It stopped the 
revenues, and with the amount 
of money needed for the clean- 
up, it was the end." 


The action came two years 


after the Penn Central Rail- 
road, 
the nation's 
largest, 


sought reorganization under the 
bankruptcy law. 


The Erie I^ackawanna, with 


an income of $270 million a 
year and assets of more than 
$719 million, is the 12th largest 
railroad in the nation. It pri- 
marily carries freight, but 
about 70,000 commuters use it 
daily in New Jersey. 


The railroad has been in and 


out of financial trouble since it 
was formed 12 years ago by the 
merger of the Erie Railroad 
and the Delaware, Lackawanna 
& Western, both about 110 
years old. 


Erie Lackawanna reported 


losses of $1.4 million last year, 
and rumors circulated a few 
months ago that the railroad 
would file bankruptcy proceed- 
ings. 


President Gregory Maxwell 


said 
then that 
cost-cutting 


measures had been introduced 
and that the company would 
not file for bankruptcy. 


Federal 
Judge 
Robert 


Krupansky ordered the railroad 
to remain in operation pending 
a court hearing July 10 when 
the task of appointing trustees 
to reorganize the railroad is ex- 
pected to begin. 


The bankruptcy petition said 


extensive storm damage re- 
quired "immediate icash) out- 
lays of large dimensions" and 
cut the railroad's revenue by 
hampering train operations and 
reducing operations of Erie 
customers. 


A spokesman said much of 


the damage was caused when 
130 miles of track between 
Salamanca and Elmira. N. Y., 
were covered by water.

make acturial studies of how 
much the plans would cost in 
Arkansas. They asked for the 
plans to be submitted at anoth- 
er joint hearing on no-fault in- 
surance Aug. 8. 


Yarborough said the NAM1A 


plan would be payable imme- 
diately regardless of fault. But 
he said that his association is 
opposed to the total elimination 
of the fault system. 


He said the proposal's bene-

He 
said the proposal would also 
proved disability coverage.

clubs. 


South was just a good play- 


er. He lopked at the 16 bal- 
anced points and made the 
book bid of one no-trump. 


If North had been clair- 


voyant he might have found 
his way to five clubs, but 
North made the normal bid 
of three no-trump. 


If West had been able to 


see around corners and could 
be sure that his opponents 
would stay in no-trump West 
would have doubled. But he 
knew enough to make the 
killing opening lead, the ace 
of spades. This gave him a 
look at dummy so he con- 
tinued with a low spade. 


South had to knock out the 


ace of clubs and West col- 
lected 
five tricks and 50 


points on the score. 


There was nothing unusual 


about West's lead from the 
expert standpoint. His lead 
was only unusual in that all 
books on play tell you to 
lead the queen from ace- 
queen-jack. This time there 
was no reason to make the 
book lead. The ace of clubs 
was a sure re-entry and the 
ace l e a d guarded against 
king-small in either enemy 
hand with four to the 10 in 
the other.
